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Television is a sickness not a crime 


William Burroughs would be 
pleased. For over a decade, the 
Master Addict has maintained 
that addiction is the 
fundamental characteristic of 
western culture. The junk may 
be drugs or anything else; what 
is crucial, according to 
Burroughs, is the need, any 
need, that will prompt people to 
sacrifice their humanity. to 
obtain the next fix 

A bit heavy, you may think, as 
a description of everyday life. 
Well, consider this study by a 
West German group called The 
Society for Rational Psychology 
184 men and women were asked 
to renounce television for a year 
At first the subjects found they 
were going out more, and 
Increasingly engaging in 
diversified activities, roughly 
what you would expect. Slowly, 
however. they became edgier 
Husbands beat their wives, 
parents beat their children 
Sexual activity declined, quarrels 
increased. Households were on 
the verge of explosion until, one 
by one, the subjects returned to 
the tube, and these symptoms 
subsided. Things generally 
returned to normal except for a 


brief, unexplained flurry of 
masturbation 

This does not mean that 
television inhibits violence, or 
encourages sexuality. Rather, 
according to the study, 
“television may mask conflicts 
and provide a last link between 
otherwise estranged people.” 
When taken off television, the 
subjects had to confront reality, 
and each other, more directly 
than they had in years. Their 
psychological metabolism had to 
make a transition from one kind 
of emotional balance where 
tensions were drained into the 
tube to another emotional 
balance, where tensions had to 


be dealt with. In short, they 
experienced withdrawal 
symptoms. 

Although the subjects were 
well paid for every day of 
abstinence, not a single one held 
out for more than five months. 
rhe first to go caved in after two 
weeks 

Burroughs had it covered in 
1959 when he wrote in Naked 
Lunch: “Junk is the ultimate 
merchandise. No sales talk 
necessary. The client will crawl 
through a sewer to beg and buy. 
The junk merchant does not 
improve and simplify his 
merchandise. He degrades and 
simplifies the client.”

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American youth abroad and drug laws 


Dope news for summer travelers 


The presence of nearly 1,000 
American youth in foreign jails 
on drug changes has prompted a 
public service advertising 
campaign to warn Americans 
traveling abroad to avoid 
drug-law violations while visiting 
other countries. 

A new phase of that public 
service campaign begins today. 
Included will be TV and radio 
spots; print ads for college 
newspapers, commercial dailies 
and magazines; and posters for 
American Express Offices, here 
and abroad, and for airline 
terminals. Being printed is a 
pamphlet containing foreign 
drug-liaw extracts for seat 
pockets of aircraft carring 
Americans overseas. 

All of the material warns 
travelers that drug laws in other 
countries are generally strict and 
rigidly enforced. Pointed out 
also are some differences in the 
jurisprudence system. For 
example, some countries permit 
no appeals from lower courts. 
Some have no bail system. 
Pre-trial detention in some 
countries is lengthy. 

The public service campaign is 
sponsored by the National 
Clearinghouse for Drug Abuse 
Information in behalf of the 
White House Special Action 
Office for Drug Abuse 
Prevention and other concerned 
Federal agencies in cooperation 
with the advertising agency 
Vansant, Dugdale, Inc., 
Baltimore, and the Advertising 
Council. 

Print material relies on a 
straight summation of drug Jaws 
n 20 selected countries in which 
most Americans travel. Included 
for each country are the address 
and telephone number of the 
U.S. Embassy. The material 
points out, however, that 
Embassy officials can do little 
once an American is charged 
with drug-iaw violations in 
another country. 

Gerald N. Kurtz, Associated 
Administrator for 
Communications and Public 
Affairs, Health Services and 
Mental Health Administration, 
and coordinator of the project, 
said the campaign is being 
undertaken parily because there 
seems to be wide 
misunderstanding among 
American youth about foreign 
drug laws and their enforcement. 
Kurtz, who helped direct 
Production of film spots to be 
distributed to all commercial 
and college stations in this 
country, warned that apparent 
lax enforcement is an illusion. 
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He said this misconception is 
encouraged sometimes by what 
seems to be widespread use of 
drugs overseas and the easy 
availability of mind-altering 
Substances in many foreign 
countries. And he added that 
many drug dealers play a double 
game by tipping off police as to 
Americans to whom they have 
made drug sales. In this way, 
they get money from the user 
and the police. American 
narcotics agents, Kurtz said, 
have told him this is a common 
practice in North Africa. 

Preparatory to production of 
the public service material, Mr. 
Kurtz and representatives of the 
Vansant, Dugdale Agency visited 
jailed Americans in Spain, Italy, 
Greece, and Iran. They also 
talked to numerous young 
American visitors to these 
countries, some of whom appear 
in the finished TV 
announcements. 

The U.S. Department of State 
was instrumental in the 
negotiations that led to 
permission for the production

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On the outskirts of Rome, 

under the warm, sunny skies 
there's a room with a view. Asa 
matter of fact, there are many 
ooms, but the view is anything 
but bright. 

In one of the rooms there’s a 
24 year old girl from the United 
State. She had been in Rome for 
three days when she was arrested 
for possession of drugs. She 
wasn't carrying anything, but it 
was found by the police in an 
apartment she was visiting. 


This young woman will wait in 
her cell six to ten months for 
trial. It’s the law. She doesn’t 
have a chance for bail. There is 
none. No one can get her out. 
That's the law, too. And if she’s 
found guilty she faces a 
minimum of three years and a 
heavy fine. 

In that same prison, there are 
other United States citizens, 
arrested on drug charges, and the 
view is the same for them. 

In Spain, there's a veteran from 
Michigan and a second grade 
teacher from New York, both 
serving time. Overseas, you can 
add up a total cf more than 
1,000 Americans who have been 
arrested, tried and found guilty 
on drug charges 


For some of them, it was a 
collision course. Here, in the 
States they smoked grass. Others 
used chemicals. Still others were 
engaged in trafficking. For some, 
it was a dare; someihing they 
hadn't done before. So, why 
not? And, for the most part, 
most of them thought that in 
Europe, the Far East or south of 
our own border, the laws 
weren't tough. Or even if they 
were, the enforcement wasn’t as 
rigid as it is here. 


They were young. Drug laws 
overseas are tough. And they're 
enforced. To the letter. This is 
by no means an indictment of 
their judicial system. We can't, 
and shouldn't, expect them to 
be the same as they are in this 
country. 

If you're traveling to a foreign 
country this summer, be sure 
you know the laws of that 
country. Understand their 
interpretation and rights you 
have as a citizen of this country, 
and how those rights apply 
overseas 
To see Europe and the heritage 
and history that preceded us is 4 
rare and special opportunity. It 
shouldn’t be abused 

Above all, be sure that you end

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Lately everybody has been 
getting in on the bicycle act. It’s 
healthy and it feels good and it 
cuts down on air pollution. 
Cities are experimenting with 
bike lanes and these days a good 
ten-speed is a valuable 
commodity ~ folks sometimes 
have to wait months ‘til the bike 
they ordered gets delivered to 
their local bike shop. 

In Davis, California they've 
been at it a long time. In a town 
of 24,000 people there are more 
than 18,000 registered bicycles. 
Davis has always had bike ianes 
and the bicycle has traditionally 
had the right of way on their 
streets. In a number of ways the 
bicycle has shaped the character 
of the town — and contributed 
to the economy and the quality 
of life in ways that aren’t 
obvious at first, but make good 
sense when you start to think 
about it. 

First of ail, Davis is the ideal 
community to have become 
‘*Biketown, U.S.A.” It’s flat, 
blessed with a mild climate, and 
the home of the University of 
California at Davis. For students. 
the bicycle has proved to be a 
fast and economical way of 
getting around. But it’s not only 
students who ride bikes in Davis. 
During the summer, when the 
university population drops 
drastically, there are still more 
bikes on the cad ihan cars, and 
a high percentage of these 
cyclists are middle-aged and 
above. 

There are no parking meters 
downtown. They don't need 
any. Because so many people 


ride bicycles, there isn’t the 
great pressure for thsoe few 
coveted parking spaces that 
exists in just about every other 
city. So the people who drive 
also benefit from the 
bike-pedaling majority. 

People still go downtown, too 
In most cities, downtown areas 
have become all but deserted, as 
people flock to suburban 
shopping centers. The usual 
Scenario has the downtown 
businessmen screaming bloody 
murder, and the city fathers 
looking for a way to “revitalize 
the inner city.” The tax rate 
goes up and the downtown mall 
they invariably construct usually 


does nothing to lure the 
stationwagon set back to the 
city. 


Sacramento is a case in point. 
Located 15 miles east of Davis, 
it too is flat and graced with a 
balmy climate. But bicycles 
never really caught on here in 
California's capitol city, and the 
downtown traffic is brutal 
during rush hour. A few years 
ago a mall was constructed on 
the main downtown shopping 
street. It wasn’t a total flop in 
terms of providing 2 downtown 
shopping area, but the newness 
is slowly wearing off and a lot of 
people seem to be reverting to 
their old habits. Sacramento, of 
course, is replete with parking 
meters, honking horns, a big 
mall to pay off, and an inner 
city whose revitalization has 
only been a veneer. 

In every way the bicycle has 
been an economic boon to the 
city of Davis. It has kept the tax 
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rate low, and the central city a 
pleasant location in which to 
shop and walk, reduced the cost 
of commuting, wiped out the 
need for many families to have 
two cars, and raised the quality 
of life by no small amount. 


In addition, for those of you 
who think you are in toodemned 
much of a hurry to pedal, 
bicycles, you should know, are 
faster. In hilly, congested San 
Francisco a race was held last 
year between an automobile, a 
bicycle and a street car. It was a 
six mile affair, from a residential 
part of the city to a main point 
downtown. It was held during 
the height of the morning rush 
hour. The bicycle, which had to 
traverse the city’s highest hill 
enroute downtown, won the 
race going away. The street car 
nudged out the automobile but 
both finished some twelve 
minutes behind the bike. 

If you're into bicycling where 
you live, you’re probably 
involved in a program to get 
your city to create more bike 
lanes. If your city is reluctant, 
have them look at Davis as an 
example. It’s been a biketown 
for 40 or 50 years row, and the 
results have been fruitful, 
pieasant and economically 
beneficial as well. 

Bicycles just might be the 
coming thing. From my 
viewpoint, they sure seem to be. 
I've had three ripped off in the 
past four years. They've yet to 
go after my car, which ought to 
say something about their 
popularity.

Removing 800,000 billboards 


under certain conditions, permit 


The long, grinding process of 

removing all of the Nation's the 
800,000 illegal billboards is well _ billboards 
under way. Secretary of 
Transportation John Volpe has 
gotten all the states except 
South Dakota to pass the 
necessary legislation and, with a 
request for $50 million in fiscal 
year 1973, he appears 
determined to stay on his 
schedule of having all of the 
unsightly signs removed by July 
1976, at a total cost of $4006 
million in federal funds. 

Conservationists generally feel 
that Volpe has done a good job 
of getting the highly 
COntroversial and complex 
billboard removal program under 
way despite continued efforts 
from various pro-billboard forces 
to slow down or impede the 
program 

Volpe, who once headed a large 
construction company, is also 
attempting to get the Congress 
to adopt legislation that would 
eliminate the “660 ft. setback” 
loophole by prohibiting the 
erection of off-premise jumbo 
advertising signs anywhere 
within sight of an interstate or 
primary highway. 

The language in the original 
enacting bill only referred to the 
area 660 ft. on both sides of the 
highway, within that space 
individual zoning laws could
